PROF. CUTLER TELLS OF 
FARMING CONDITIONS 


Declares Citizens Have 
Every Right to Feel Con- 
fident in Farmers 


Geological surveys of all the 
coal deposits in the province was 
asked for yesterday by the Ed- 
monton Board of Trade, at the 
fortnightly luncheon in the Mac- 
Donald Hotel, upon adoption of 
the report of the council. It was 
decided, also, to recommend that 
no railway extension to aid in 
the exploitation of coal deposits 
would be justified unless the 
quality of the coal in that par- 
ticular district was of outstand- 
ing superiority: 

Prof. G. H. Cutler of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta addressed the 
meeting on the trend of crop pro- 
duction in Alberta. 

Several communications have 
been received by the Board from 
FBastern Canada with regard to 
the Hudson’s Bay Railway, but 
the Board of Trade cannot re- 
commend any further expendi 
ture of public money in_ this 
respect, it was decided. 

“There is a tendency all over the 
world to specialize in one crop," said 
Professor Cutler, in opening the ad- 
dress of the day. 

He then proceeded to explain the 
great clement of risk in this prao 
tice. 

Compares Favorably 

Alberta, he said, compares favor- 
ably with other proyinces in the 
variety of its field crops, and de- 


clared tho quality of Alberta wheat 
was demonstrated when Major 
Strange of Fenn, Alberta, won the

RDGINA, April 26.-—The Saskat~- 
chewan government has decided to 
render financial assistance to the 
wheat pool organization in this pro- 
vinee, Premier Dunning announced 
today. In announcing a favorable 
decision in regard to the applica- 


tion, Premier Dunning stated that the 


assistance would be grven in the 
form of a loan, the details of 
which were now being worked out. 

Admitting inability to give exact 
figures, compilation being noeglect- 
ed in the strees of organization, A. 
KE. Wilson, president of the Saskat- 
chewan Co-operative Wheat Pro- 
ducers, Limited, the pool organiza- 
tion, today placed what he declared 
was a conservative estimate of the 
acreage now under contract ct 6,- 
000,000, He added the tnformatien 
that the organization had 1,500,- 
000 acres in old contracts which 
were not covered by waivers, By 
concentrating on securing waivers 
for these contracts he belleved he 
was quite safe in saying the re- 
quired six million acres would be 
under contract by the middle of 
June,

PORT ARTHUR, Ont., April 25. 
(Canadian Press)—Final disposi- 
tion of the alleged ‘false bottoms” 


case in some of the chutes of ele- 
vator “B" of the United Grain 
Growers was made at this after- 


noon's session of the Royal Grain 
Inquiry Commission, 

H. J. Symington, K.C., represent- 
ing the U.G.G., submitted a state 
ment on the much discused ques- 
tions that satisfied the commission 
that no further investigation would 
disclose more information of a use- 
ful character. The evidence sub- 
mitted showed conclusively the pur 
pose of the so-called “false bot- 


toma,” which were really extra 
slides in certain chutes, 
Chairman Turgeon thought no 


useful object could be gained by the 
commission further dealing with the 
charges. If the false bottoms were 
put Jn with the intentions of steal- 
ing wheat and the wheat was the 
property of the company it must 
have been somebody else trying to 
.teal it from the company. That 
being the case and as eleven years 
had passed and the case had been 
referred to the Board of Grain Com- 
inissioners, he did not think the com- 
mission should delve further into the 
matter, 
Constructed In 1921 

Mr. Symington, fn his statement, 
dealt with the investigation by his 
company when the charges were 
first made in 1921, It was charged 
that the “false bottoms” were con- 
structed in 1913, The evidence 
shows that the millwright and his 
assistant in the summer of 1913, 
acting under instructions from the 
foreman of the elevator, put duplic- 
ate slides in certain spouts leading 
from the bottom of some small bins 
in the elevator, These sildes were 
pleces of sheet metal about two feet 
square inserted in the spout inime- 
diately above the regular slide. 

The evidence is conclusive that 
there was no building of false bot- 
toms in any bins, and no slides in 
connection with the large circular 
tanks in the elevator. According to 
the evidence of the foreman he was 
asked by the secretary of the com- 
pany how he could conceal some 
grain, He replied the only way he 
could suggest that it might be done 
would be to put duplicate slides in 
the spouts. Without Instructions ho 
had the slides constructed, but he 
never received an order to bulld 
them, and he later had them de- 
stroyed. They were never used at 
the annual welgh-up. 

It was made clear in the evidence, 
necording to Mr. Symingtdn’s sta- 
tement, that elevator “E" ts only a 
storage annex and contains no fa- 
ellities for weighing grain when 
being unloeded from cars, and that 
the slides could not in any way have 
affected the weighing of grain into 
the house, All cars received at this 
elevator can only be unloaded at 
elevator “B", and they must be 
welghed there in the presence of 
dominion government weighmen, 

Mr. Symington suid the investiga- 
tion disclosed rumors that employers 
had secreted the grain andl that some 
ears had been loaded aud shipped 


out and sold for their benefit on 
three different occasions in 19128.
